NOT SO FAST ON REZONING 

Why are so many Eugene neighbors 
concerned about the Middle Housing 
Code Amendments proposed by the 
City Planning Department? The simple 
answer is that city planners have gone 
far beyond the requirements of state 
law (HB 2001) to benefit developers at 
the expense of Eugene residents. 

The state law already requires that 
multiplexes be allowed on all single- 
family lots. But city planners want to 
go further. They propose to double 
the density beyond what is required, 
increase allowable building heights to 
three stories (42 feet), expand lot cov- 
erage so that buildings can cover the 
entire development site, eliminate off- 
street parking requirements and allow 
units to be as large as can fit onto the lot. 

This will allow giant three-story mon- 
sterplexes occupying the full lot, tower- 
ing over neighbors’ homes, consuming 
all the on-street parking for the entire 
block, and eliminating all the trees and 
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greenspace on the site. 

There are no requirements that any 
of these multiplexes be affordable and 
there is nothing to prevent them from 
becoming short term rentals (Airbnbs) 
that won’t contribute to our needed 
housing supply. 

The supporters of this radical re- 
zoning plan are mostly those who will 
personally profit by exploiting our 
neighborhoods: wealthy developers and 
their buddies in real estate and design. 

Let the Mayor and City Council know 
you want Eugene to initially adopt only 
the minimum requirements to comply 
with state law by the June 30 deadline. 
Additional incentives can be added lat- 
er that will have clear affordable hous- 
ing criteria.

EUGENE IS IMPROVING 
ON HB 2001 


Letters opposing Eugene’s imple- 
mentation of House Bill 2001 usually 
contain three elements: claims it will 
result in demolition of older houses 
that are affordable, complaints about 
the 5-foot height increase from 37 to 42 
feet, and support for low-income hous- 
ing. 

The repetition of the same points 
suggests some group-think among 
neighborhood cliques. Renovation and 
flipping of older houses is what we’ve 
already got. They’re already not afford- 
able. Multi-family development produc- 
es more housing supply. The status quo 
was already ended by HB 2001. 

Yes, the Middle Housing Code 
amendments exceed HB 2001 in several 
areas, to ensure it benefits lower income 
people. Allowing the new middle hous- 
ing types to be unconnected, separate 
buildings enables keeping an existing 
house, adding tiny houses without tear- 
ing down the original house. Remember, 
SB 458 allows these new small houses 
to be sold as separate properties. You 
will see houses for $100,000 each, with 
mortgage payments below $1,000/ 
month. 

Eugene will also allow the middle 
housing types on all residential lots, not 
just selected areas, avoiding years of 
struggle between neighborhoods to get 
privileged zoning. Eugene will also not 
require parking for many new units. 

Do you see how these measures be- 
yond HB 2001 actually help achieve 
lower cost housing? Note, also, the 
letter-writers’ campaign never offers 
any suggestions on how to achieve low 
income housing. Instead, they demand 
HB2001-minimum compliance, which 
would prevent the important items 
above. 

I recommend the council just drop 
the 5-foot height increase. It doesn’t 
help the lowest income people anyway.

VanFrank Carlsen

Fabulously talented and fiercely independent, wife/mother/nana/daughter/sister/aunt/friend Gweneth 
VanFrank Carlson passed away suddenly at home on December 22, 2021. Many folks will miss her vivaciousness, 
openness, fierceness and love. She danced and sang her way in life, always ready to be an advocate for the unheard. 


Gweneth was born in Norman, Oklahoma to her parents, Roger and Sheila VanFrank. She moved when she was 
not quite a year old to Salt Lake City, Utah with her family. Number three of six kids, Gweneth taught her siblings 
about super heroes, science fiction, cooking, the joys of Christmas morning, and the benefits of stubbornness. 


Though legally blind from birth, Gweneth attended public school with her peers, and graduated from East 
High School in Salt Lake City. She attended Chatham University in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, as well as schools in 
Utah and Idaho. A beloved story among her family illustrating her uncompromising joie de vivre had its inception 
during her time at Chatham. Although legally blind and not yet educated in the navigation of the world as a blind 
person, Gweneth took part in an evening mass streaking event at the college. Without a stitch of clothing, Gweneth 
sprinted off in the dark with her fellow students across campus. She was rewarded with a broken ankle. Instead of 
responding with embarrassment or humiliation, she just laughed about the fodder for a great story. Gweneth fully 
lost her eyesight at age 29, but ultimately completed her higher education at age 59, graduating from Lane Commu- 
nity College in Eugene, Oregon. Gweneth often told people that eyesight was a luxury, not a necessity. 


Gweneth arrived in Eugene in July of 1978 in her twenties. It was on a trip to Heceta Lighthouse Beach with 
Cathy Van Mark that Gweneth decided to stay in Eugene as she found it incredibly beautiful! In time she met and 
married her husband, John Carlson in March of 1989 and raised their two children, Clarissa and JeanLuc. She didn't 
skip a beat when it came to grandchildren Miles, Norah, and Quinn - they didn't know life without her. In the inter- 
im, before she started her own family, she was a surrogate mom to Tina Bonney, Alicia and Billy-jo McCallum. 


An important part of the Eugene community, Gweneth was a tireless advocate for persons with disabilities, 
tegularly petitioning both local and state governments on their behalf. She helped start SILVI (Supported Indepen- 
dent Living for Visually Impaired) which later became LILA (Lane Independent Living Alliance). She became the 
“eyes” for the visually impaired community in many activities throughout the city. She helped to start and then 
participated in the Eugene Peace Choir and several dance groups. She taught at the Eugene Recreation Hilyard 
Center and summer programs at Oregon School for the Blind. She also had an educational dance and music program 
which she performed around town and at school assemblies with Bjo Ashland and Geoffrey Mays. Gweneth helped 
expand 4A (Alter Abled Access and Advocacy) for Community Village Crew at the Oregon 
Country Fair to ensure that the event was accessible and had support for alter-abled 
persons. A seeker of spiritual awareness and health, Gweneth studied Celtic lore 
and shaman practices. 


Gweneth’s father predeceased her. She is survived by her 
husband John, daughter Clarissa and her three children, son 
JeanLuc, mother Sheila, siblings Mereth (Sebastian Huemer),, 
Kevin (Susan Tucker), Leslie (Jeff Silvestrini), Alison (Stew- 
art Owens), and Megan (John Higgins). On the Carlson 
side, a brother, sister and step siblings survive, 

She leaves behind many nieces and nephews, 
and hundreds and hundreds of friends. Jeff 
Carlson said, “Yes, the world is poorer 

for the loss of this spirit, yet our lives are 
enriched with memories of Gweneth and 
abetter sense of why love is the answer.”

All the Lonely People 


CALLING FOR A RETHINKING 


enry Allen is a fairly well-known commentator on our cultural and 
political ways. Among his themes or interests was putting aname to 
various decades, e.g., the 80s was the Me decade. Thus, he acquired 
the nickname Ziggy Zeitgeist for having his finger on the spirit of 
the times. 
In August 2018, the Wall Street Journal ran his "The Disquiet of 
Ziggy Zeitgeist" column, which was basically a big “WTF!” He opened 
with, “For the first time in my 72 years I have no idea what's going on.” He continued 
to disclose his bewilderment, his being very unsettled by “the sense that reality itself 
is dwindling, fading like sunstruck wallpaper.” 

My last column, “The Meta... What?” tried to provide some of the answers to Allen's 
puzzle. The disquiet, the feeling that we are losing something very basic, comes from 
an ever more pronounced technological world, with the Metaverse and its totalizing 
agenda making it all the more plain to see. At stake is nothing less than the demate- 
rialization of human existence. 

Along with the ever-more-defining techno environment is a companion develop- 
ment, amore and more lonely life-world. The technosphere is prone to declaring that 
we have never been so connected, but the opposite is the case, a sad fact of life. 

We are increasingly estranged from each other, with fewer friends, and this clearly 
predates the pandemic. Not to mention we are more alienated from our bodies and 
from the Earth. The loneliness is profound, as the social realm is more and more priva- 
tized, commodified and shrunken. Undeniably, mass society has undone community. 


The word community is thrown around a lot by politicians and developers, but where 
are the social bonds, the connectedness? 

This has been a long time in the making. One milestone is David Riesman's 1950 
classic, The Lonely Crowd. In post-World War II society, the individual is guided less 
by internalized community values and more by anonymous signals of a changing 
mass culture. In 1970, Philip Slater's The Pursuit of Loneliness discussed excessive 
individualism and other “forces that are pulling our society apart.” Bowling Alone 
was Robert Putnam's 2000 study of the decline of clubs, lodges, sports leagues and 
other communal ties. 

The pandemic only worsened what had long been under way. Greater isolation was 
exacerbated, not ameliorated, by ever increasing, ever more defining levels of technol- 
ogy. No wonder that in recent times so much has been written about loneliness. There 
has never been so much of it, evidently. 

In February of this year a new psychiatric illness was officially proclaimed: “prolonged 
grief disorder.” In this ruined world, loneliness is accompanied by negative health 
effects, including earlier death, as well as affecting mental health. It is also a factor in 
the rise of irrational beliefs and conspiracy “theories.” 

Theodor Adorno said that the single word that best typifies society is its coldness. 
The depth of this condition calls for arethinking. What is society, and where is it going? m

DOYLE CANNING SAYS SHE IS RUNNING FOR CONGRESS TO TAKE ON 
THE CLIMATE EMERGENCY AND HOLD CORPORATIONS ACCOUNTABLE

he world has less than 10 years to cut 
its greenhouse gas emissions to main- 
tain a global temperature increase of 
1.5 degrees Celsius, according to an 
April report from the United Nations’ 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change. And the world isn’t on track 
to meet that deadline. 

For Doyle Canning, one of eight candidates seeking 
the Democratic Party’s nomination to succeed longtime 
Congressman Peter DeFazio, the urgency of climate action 
is summed up in two words: can’t wait. 

Midterm elections often have low voter turnout, and 
with sinking approval ratings for President Joe Biden 
and the Democratic control of Congress, Canning tells 
Eugene Weekly in two interviews — one shortly after her 
announcement to run and another a month before the 
May 17 primary — that her campaign can excite voters. 
During her campaign, Canning has called for progres- 
sive policies to address climate change and health care, 
and she has also criticized the race’s frontrunner, Oregon 
Bureau of Labor and Industries Commissioner Val Hoyle, 
as well as DeFazio himself. 

“Tt’s amoment when we need bold progressive leader- 
ship in Congress, leaders who have been in the fight and 
will continue to stay in the fight and won’t be swayed by 
the pressure of lobbyists and big money in politics,” she 
says. “I know that’s possible. And so do my supporters. 
We're not giving up on democracy in America, and we’re 
not giving up on the 4th District.” 

Canning is a community organizer, vice chair of the 
Democratic Party of Oregon Environmental Caucus and 
environmental lawyer. She says she’s currently registered 
with the Oregon State Bar as pro bono to avoid registration 
fees since she’s not practicing law during her congressio- 
nal campaign. She works as aconsultant for Greenpeace. 

Canning’s campaign in the 2020 election was scruti- 
nized by DeFazio, who called her tactics “very nasty” ina 
Feb. 23 interview with the climate change-oriented online 
publication DeSmog, and he was concerned that she would 
use the same tactics in 2022. Her campaign declined to 
comment on DeFazio’s statements to DeSmog, but posted 
a Tweet that referencing it, saying “TFW powerful men

go on the record calling me ‘very nasty’ for having the 
audacity to run for Congress.” 

EWasked Canning about the validity of this statement 
because DeFazio referred to her campaign, not her. “I feel 
like you’re splitting hairs,” Canning says. “In response, I 
would say that I have been taking on the fossil fuel indus- 
try and the politicians that they pay for 20 years. It’s not 
the first time that people have called me names for being 
a bold leader for our climate, and it won’t be the last.” 

During Canning’s 2022 campaign, she’s criticized Hoyle 
for her past support of the Jordan Cove LNG in Coos Bay 
and the donations that funded her state races, as well as 
for support from the centrist New Democrat Coalition 
and a flyer distributed by crypto currency-funded Web3 
Forward. Hoyle tells EW that because of Citizens United, 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruling that campaign money is 
free speech, she cannot disassociate herself from Web3 
Forward support. Nor can the Super PAC coordinate with 
her on campaign materials. 

Canning claims she’s not intending to create a toxic 
political season; she says she’s holding Hoyle accountable 
to her whole record. 

“In this Congress with President Biden’s agenda, the 
toxic politics of fossil fuel money in Congress — and the 
13,000 lobbyists who work on Capitol Hill to protect 
corporate interests — that’s why I’m running,” she says. 
“We have to change that toxic politics. The only way we 
can get big money out of politics is to elect candidates 
who don’t accept big corporate contributions and don’t 
have big billionaire super PACs behind them.” 

Hoyle has received the lion’s share of local endorse- 
ments, but Canning says that she’s the progressive grass- 
roots candidate so her support won’t come from the 
establishment. 

In 2020, Canning ran a primary campaign against 
incumbent DeFazio, who was running for his 18th term in 
Congress. DeFazio handily won the primary election, with 
83 percent of the vote with Canning receiving 15 percent. 

After the 2020 election, Canning says that people were 
encouraging her to run for a seat in the Oregon State 
Legislature. She says she spoke with her state represen- 
tative, Paul Holvey, in fall 2021, but she adds, “He’s done 
a great job and isn’t going anywhere.” 





In December 2021, when DeFazio announced that he 
would not seek another term in Congress, he endorsed 
Hoyle shortly after. 

The 4th Congressional District’s boundaries changed 
after redistricting in 2020, and now the district has aslight 
Democratic lean. It’s a district that has arange of voters, 
from Eugene liberals to more typically conservative rural 
residents. But Canning says she doesn’t see an urban-rural 
divide. What worries her is the “haves and haves not” of 
the country. “In that, we find a lot of common ground in 
Oregon,” she adds. 

DeFazio has said several times since his December 2021 
retirement announcement that it’s easier for a Democrat 
to win in the general election, but it’s not a guaranteed 
win, especially with the presumed Republican candidate 
Alek Skarlatos’ near-$2 million warchest. 

Canning says the seat is bluer after redistricting and 
that what could jeopardize the seat more — especially in 
a midterm election — is having two candidates who are 
backed by their respective party establishment, referenc- 
ing Hoyle and Skarlatos. “If we’re not fighting for working 
people, why would they show up?” she says. “That’s what 
we need to do. This is a turnout election. Turnout is tradi- 
tionally lower in off-years. The challenge for Democrats 
is to energize the base and expand it.” 

According to the most recently released campaign data 
from the Federal Elections Commission, Canning raised 
$189,427 from Dec. 25, 2021, when she had an exploratory 
committee, to March 31. The FEC releases campaign data 
on a quarterly basis. Her fundraising puts her third in 
the Democratic field, behind Hoyle and Airbnb lobbyist 
Andrew Kalloch. 

An analysis of Canning’s campaign data shows that her 
campaign is funded through individuals. Her top three 
U.S. state sources are: $64,723 from Oregon, $23,385 
from California and $11,575 from New York. 

Among the field of candidates seeking the party’s 
nomination to represent the 4th Congressional District, 
Canning has received the most endorsements from youth 
organizations and progressive party groups. Her endorse- 
ments include both college Democratic Party clubs at 
the University of Oregon and Oregon State University, 
the climate action-focused Sunrise Movement groups, 
the Oregon Progressive Party and the Eugene chapter 
of the Democratic Socialists of America. 

Her Oregon-based individual endorsements include 
former Oregon Secretary of State Bill Bradbury (who ran 
against DeFazio in the 1986 primary for Congress), state 
Rep. Khan Pham of Portland, Corvallis City Councilor 
Charles Maughan and Eugene School District 4J board 
members Maya Rabasa and Laural O’Rourke. She’s also 
been endorsed by actress and activist Jane Fonda, Indig- 
enous activist Winona LaDuke and 2020 presidential 
hopeful Marianne Williamson. m»

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‘Anthropogenic Decline’ 


WITH THE STEAM PLANT NOW IN THEIR HANDS, ITS DEVELOPMENT 
TEAM HAS A LONG WAY TO GO BEFORE CONSTRUCTION STARTS IN 2023

he old Eugene Water and Electric Board 
Steam Plant sits in an industrial yard 
on the southeast corner of the city’s 
Downtown Riverfront property, sand- 
wiched between East 6th Avenue and 
the Willamette River. Its pale concrete 
walls and multi-story windows tower 
ominously over the low-lying shrubs, chain-link fences 
and remnants of ongoing construction activity. 

The Steam Plant anchors the southern end of the 
city’s Downtown Riverfront development — a sprawling 
urban renewal project that will see the construction of 
a brand new neighborhood in the coming years, along 
with an urban plaza and a three-acre park set to open 
in the summer. In January, the city agreed to sell the 
28,288-square-foot structure to developers for $1 —a 
legally symbolic gesture, as the building was appraised 
for negative $8.3 million in 2019. It’s soon to be the site 
of a $56 million redevelopment project that will one day 
transform the near century-old Steam Plant into a luxury 
hotel and cultural hub. 

But the building has seen better days. After decades of 
processing river water into steam used to heat and power 
downtown Eugene, EWEB slowly began to phase out of 
the building until its total abandonment in 2012. The city 
bought it in 2018, but by then, the “anthropogenic decline” 
—as it was described by acity planner ina December 2021 
City Council meeting — had begun to set in. 

On a recent tour of the plant, Eugene Community 
Development Analyst Jared Abbott stands outside the 
building, beside a rusted white electrical power box with 
the face of an angry clown in red spray-paint. Wood panels 
line the building’s lower half, while smashed-out windows 
and graffiti scrawled high into the fagade loom overhead. 
Human debris litters the area, as ifa dumpster or two had 
been emptied along the building’s perimeter. 

The city announced a hard deadline of Sep. 30, 2023, for 
the Steam Plant’s official groundbreaking, with construc- 
tion expected to take 18 months. But before construction 
can begin, Abbott and his colleagues must first secure 
the premises, which they hope to have completed by the 
opening of the Downtown Riverfront Parkin the summer. 

This has proven to be no easy task. The building is 
exposed; the surrounding fence is only about seven feet 
tall. Abbott points out the many spots where it's been cut. 
A big generator sits nestled against the wall, draped in 
silver tarp. Directly above is an open window. 

“Every time I come over here, there’s a new place some- 
one’s gotten in,” Abbot says. 

Usually, it’s to steal copper wire or bits of scrap metal. 
He says he used to find iPhone and Android chargers 
plugged into the sockets inside, until the EWEB shut off 
the power as a deterrent. Sometimes, Abbott will park his 
truck out front after work and stay there until evening, 
hoping that his presence will deter the bands of youths who 
come roaming through at night, armed with spray paint. 

“We've never actually caught anyone inside the build- 
ing,” he adds. 

The city’s hired a handful of security companies since 
its 2018 purchase of the building, Abbott says. 

The last company quit after guards stumbled upon a 
man witha gun behind the plant one night, the company’s 
manager told Abbott. The guards retreated and called 
the cops. “That was the final straw,” Abbott says. “They 
were already having staffing issues.” 
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As of May 1, the Eugene Police Department has asurveil- 
lance trailer stationed near the Steam Plant, according 
to EPD’s public information officer, Melinda McLaughlin. 

Just past the front entrance’s thick, blast-proof metal 
doors lies what was once an office. Long and narrow, the 
room’s cold tile floor is scattered with paper. Late-after- 
noon light leaks in behind the wood panels bolted over 
the windows to keep out vandals and marauders. 

Clearly, they haven’t worked. 

“This is all new,” Abbott says, motioning to fresh, 
blood-red graffiti on the wall to his left reading, “KILL 
KKKOPPS,” and “BURN THE PRISONS.” 

A low bookshelf has spilled its contents — mostly old 
safety manuals and industrial parts catalogs — onto the 
floor. Filing cabinets filled with EWEB documents line the 
walls to Abbott’s right, some dating back to the 1980s. 

A metallic bang rings from somewhere deep within. “No 
one’s supposed to be in here,” Abbott whispers. “Hey!” 
he shouts. “Someone in here?” 





TheSteam Plant’s atrium is acavernous multi-level maze 
of steampunk contraptions, echoing with the ghosts ofa 
forgotten industrial past. Soaring platforms with grated 
floors hang precariously over iron canyons, whose shad- 
owy depths are littered with memorabilia of days gone by: 
dismembered swivel chairs, office supplies, spray cans, 
entire filing cabinets worth of maps, carried into the build- 
ing’s dark corners by a late winter wind blowing through 
the shattered, school bus-length windows. 

The city and the developers’ plans for the Steam 
Plant are ambitious. If all goes according to plan, once 
completed, it will house a 77-room “boutique” hotel 
owned and operated by the Embarcadero Hospital- 
ity Group — a Columbia Gorge-based hotel manage- 
ment and consulting company — which will serve as 
its financial foundation. The ground floor will include 
a public performance space and exhibit venue, with a 
publicly accessible deck overlooking the river on the 
backside, incorporated as part of the Downtown River- 
front Park. There is also talk of office space, elevators 
up to a rooftop bar, a large, river-facing restaurant 
with outdoor seating and an in-house Arcimoto elec- 
tric vehicle rental station. 

“It’s not just a hotel,” Mayor Lucy Vinis said at an 
October City Council meeting. “This is a self-sustaining 
economic engine. We are not putting money in that we'll 
have to invest again and again. We’re investing in economic 
development.” 

According to Eugene Community Development 
Co-Director Will Dowdy, the inclusion of lucrative busi- 
nesses like the hotel allows for the maintenance of the 
publicly accessible pieces — like the performance space 
and the overlook — without further financial investment. 

“The proposal embeds within it revenue-generating 
pieces, so it has the ability to maintain itself,” Dowdy 
says. “By having parts of it that are revenue-generating, it 
allows other parts of it to be more focused on public use.” 

Beyond the security issue, the Steam Plant’s develop- 
ers and city planners still have along way to go logistically 
before they can start construction. For now, the city has 
set the September 2023 groundbreaking deadline, but 
there are factors that may hinder this date. Parking, for 
example, has presented a particular architectural and 
logistical problem, as the Steam Plant site has limited 
outdoor space. 

Parallel street parking is one option, Abbott says, as 


is the utility lot next to the EWEB substation on the east 
end of the building, which could fit up to 70 spots. 

“But that doesn’t really solve all the parking needs,” 
he says. “We don’t want parking to be the only solution. 
Maybe there’s a way of using a parking garage downtown 
with a little shuttle or something like that.” 

Another potential option is leasing paid parking spaces 
from nearby downtown businesses on weekends and 
evenings, says John Rowell, who’s part of the Steam Plant’s 
architectural design team. He also says it’s possible that 
by limiting on-site parking spaces, out-of-town hotel 
guests might be encouraged to use alternative forms of 
transportation, like bicycles, public transport or rented 
Arcimotos. 

“If you go on a trip somewhere and stay downtown, 
the chances that you're going to park on a surface lot in 
a developed city are pretty low,” Rowell says. 

The city has prioritized the use of electric heating and 
cooling, but the owners of the restaurant may have a say 
in how they power their business. 

At a Jan. 26 Eugene City Council meeting, city plan- 
ners outlined the Steam Plant’s deal points, the result of 
anegotiation between the city’s Urban Renewal Agency 
—a subset of the council — and the building’s develop- 
ment team, Dream Plant LLC, a partnership between 
Arcimoto CEO Mark Frohnmayer and local developer 
Mark Miksis. 

Now, the next step of the Steam Plant’s development 
process is to draft a more detailed development agree- 
ment between the city and the developers based on 
the deal points. This agreement will be legally binding, 
and will include a more specific outline of the building’s 
construction process. According to Miksis, the city is 
currently working on drafting this agreement with input 
from the developers. 

Frohnmayer did not respond to Eugene Weekly’s 
repeated requests for comment. 

The project is funded primarily by the developers, 
providing $49.3 million of the total budget, while the 
Eugene Urban Renewal Agency will contribute $1.5 million. 
The agency’s contribution includes $350,000 to remove 
asbestos collected around one of the plant’s boilers, as 
well as $1.1 million to assist with construction charges 
and permit fees. Currently, the city and the developers 
are brainstorming ideas to close the project’s remaining 
$5.2 million funding gap. There are talks of requesting 
$5 million from the state as part of the city’s 2022 state 
funding requests, Dowdy says. 

The city’s budget for the project has been set by the 
deal points, so any additional expenses that arise between 
now and the building’s groundbreaking are the develop- 
ers’ responsibility to pay. No further public investment, 
beyond the city’s $1.5 million, will go into the Steam Plant, 
city planners say. 

According to materials from a January City Coun- 
cil work session, the Steam Plant is eligible to be listed 
on the National Register of Historic Places. The Dream 
Plant team will pursue that designation, allowing them 
to receive Historic Tax Credits. 

Because the developers have yet to finalize a detailed 
analysis of how much the building will actually cost to 
renovate, the estimated $56 million cost outlined in the 
deal points could potentially increase as the project moves 
forward, Miksis says. 

“We’re working on our best assumptions right now,” he 
says. “There’s a lot of due diligence for us to do in order 
to vet the financial feasibility of this project.” 

Ifthe project ends up costing more than the projected 
$56 million, Miksis and Frohnmayer might finance construc- 
tion through debt, equity or selling the building’s state 
tax credits, Miksis says. 

“Costs have been going up every day, Miksis says. 
“We’re in an inflationary environment. We don’t have that 
operational model built yet.” m

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Global Coffee, Local Breakfast 


SHAKE THE MORNING BLUES AWAY WITH COFFEE AND BREAKFAST AT BLUE VALLEY BISTRO Sy Elizabeth Sotelo 


eth Clark, who did marketing and research for a 

commercial real estate in Portland, and his wife 

Melissa Clark, a former licensed massage thera- 

pist, were newlyweds who took a leap of faith at 
the start of the Great Recession. 

They moved to Tahoe in 2007, where Seth had gotten his 
BA in Business Administration at Sierra Nevada University 
several years earlier, to start a coffee shop. But their plan 
did not go as intended, given the scarcity of financing. It 
was not until 2010 that they purchased Creswell Coffee 
Company, a coffee shop in Creswell marketed for roughly 
$50,000 on Craigslist and whose name changed to Blue 
Valley Bistro in 2018. The establishment became the first 
of four businesses they eventually owned: Espresso 58,a 
drive-through in Pleasant Hill; C.C. Ryder, a mobile coffee 
cart in Eugene; and Blue Valley Bistro in Coburg. 

Since its start, Blue Valley Bistro in Creswell has stood 
out for its menu’s diversity. For instance, Seth Clark's child- 
hood camping recipe inspires the bestselling breakfast 
burrito; the quinoa breakfast bowlis a recipe shared with 
him by a customer; and the egg-free mornin' scramble 
was born after he noticed that many of his employees 
and consumers were vegan and gluten-free. Tillamook 
cheddar cheese is found in the basic breakfast sandwich, 
the bagel (less), as well as the grilled cheese. And the 
coffee derives from beans imported from Latin America 
and Southeast Asia. 

Blue Valley Bistro has been serving a coffee whose 
consistency has not changed since its beginning due to 
the roasting technique of its supplier. The coffee beans 
are imported and treated by the oldest roaster in Eugene, 
Cafeto, a family-owned and 100 percent organic coffee 
company founded in 1984. 

Coffee is grown in 70 countries, with Brazil being the 
largest exporter. Cafeto sources its beans from Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Guatemala, Mexico, Peru, Brazil, Indonesia, 
Ethiopia and Italy. In light of this: How many countries 
are represented in the coffee beans used by Blue Valley 
Bistro and proudly displayed on their checkout counter?

“In that cup of coffee right there, there are five coun- 
tries that are represented,” Clark says. 

Indonesia is one of them, and the rest are four Latin 
American countries. A total of five territories. Five coffee 
plantations. Five climates. Five planting and cultivation 
techniques. Five processing methods. Here is something 
to think about: What are the probabilities of experiencing 
acoffee made with beans from five different parts of the 
globe ina city with approximately 5,540 inhabitants and 
three other cafés? 

The fragrance and flavor, both encapsulated in the 
grains, can only reach their maximum expression under 
the art, skill and knowledge of a coffee specialist. Clark, 
who worked as a Starbucks barista during his college 
years, is also an avid coffee connoisseur. For him, the 
flavor profile of a bean results primarily from what is in 
the ground. During his youth, his travels to Australia and 
New Zealand expanded his understanding of the different 
coffee flavors. “I took note,” he says. Outside of the U.S., 
a young Seth promised to make the coffee of his future 
café in the same proximity and level as the coffee served 
in both countries. And so he did. 

Blue Valley Bistro is a space where Clark’s commit- 
ment materializes. The high quality of the coffee results 
from the type of beans and the preparation, resulting 
in a drink where knowledge and skills merge. “There’s 
acertain order of operation. There are certain param- 
eters in which a shot of espresso is going to be good or 
whether it is too short or too long,” Clark says regarding 
the signature coffee served at his restaurant. 

Although the Clarks now run only two coffee shops due 
to the pandemic, in Creswell and in Coburg, the commit- 
ment is still alive. The full-time owners are also full-time 
parents to their daughter Lyla, born in 2016. In the begin- 
ning, one cared for their daughter while the other worked 
in the restaurant until they employed a sitter who used 
to work at their establishment. 

To this day, Blue Valley Bistro closes at 3 pm because 
their life as parents spirals around their daughter's 
school schedule. “This morning, for instance, you know 
Melissa opened at 6 am, and I would take Lyla to school, 
and then! come here after that and begin working at 8:30 
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am, and Melissa is off at 2 pm to go pick her up,” Seth 
says, who is also the house cook. Despite the difficulties 
and challenges, including the break-in theft of $5,000 in 
December 2021 by arobber caught eventually in Corvallis, 
the couple continues to serve as owners and workers of 
the establishment. 

The commitment has not changed. “I want to make sure 
that every cup of coffee going out is of a certain quality... 
that’s why our coffee is above margin, is a better cup of 
coffee,” Seth says.

DAK THAI CUISINE SERVES UP CASUAL COMFORT FOOD By Hannarose McGuinness 


nthe corner of West Oregon Avenue and North 
Front Street in Creswell sits a small family-run 
restaurant specializing in homestyle Thai food. 
With acapacity for about 15 people inside the 
building, Dak Thai Cuisine is open for takeout only, due to 
a desire to social distance. But owner Venus Crofts says 
that doesn’t stop her family from serving delicious meals. 

“Tt’s the food we grew up with from childhood,” Crofts 
says. “It’s comfort food.” 

Crofts and her sister manage the front end of the 
business while their parents, Anne and Jesse Crofts, are 
cooks in the kitchen. The business first opened in March 
2020 but only stayed open for two days before closing for 
COVID-19 restrictions. In June 2020, it reopened and has 
been serving food for takeout since. Crofts says commu- 
nity support has been important for Dak Thai Cuisine 
in the past two years, and the welcoming attitude from 
Creswell feels familial and close-knit. 

“We’re very fortunate that we’re here in Creswell and 
that the community has been absolutely welcoming ever 
since the first day,” Venus Crofts says. “The community 
here in Creswell is amazing.” 

Crofts says her family is no stranger to the restaurant 
business. Her parents have worked at and owned restau- 
rants for decades, both in the U.S. and Thailand. That’s

where Crofts says her mom taught herself how to fuse 
traditional family recipes with American preferences to 
create her own take on Thai food. 

“I grew up with my parents doing a restaurant here 
in the States, and it’s been like that ever since,” Crofts 
says. “It's something that just runs in the blood, it runs 
in the family.” 

Some dishes that Venus Crofts recommends as the 
best on the menu are the cashew stir fry and the panang 
curry. She says the stir fry is her mom’s recipe crafted by 
including influences from a generational family recipe. The 
non-traditional recipe includes homemade chili paste, 
and Crofts says people order cashew stir fry often. Croft 
says the panang curry has an herbal infusion of fresh 
lime leaves with curry spices and lots of locally available 
vegetables that make the dish have a comfort food feel- 
ing that customers enjoy. 

Crofts says Dak Thai Cuisine aims to provide simple, 
delicious dishes because the most important thing to 
her family is “that you eat something that makes you feel 
good.” She says she’s fortunate to work with her family 
and connect with each other through food. 

“There’s this satisfying feeling when you serve some- 
one and they like and feel comforted by the food that you 
made,” Crofts says. “To see that light up in their face is 
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just an amazing feeling.” 

Despite the decision to continue providing takeout 
orders only, Crofts says the restaurant finds ways to 
connect with its customers. The family also takes sugges- 
tions for new dishes from customers willing to share what 
they want to see on the menu. They have even made dishes 
with ingredients brought in by customers, such as pump- 
kins or squash that can be incorporated into curries. 

“We have afew regulars who, for instance, would bring 
in some chilies from their garden and we would make a 
special stir fry with a spicy chile for them to try,” Crofts 
says. “Because we can’t have customers come and join us 
inside, that’s how we make it up to them.” 

What Crofts calls “the dish to have at the moment” is 
the seasonal Thai barbecue chicken. It’s usually offered 
in summer, but customers kept requesting the meal out 
of season, so the family brought it back early in spring. 
Crofts says the patrons have loved it. 

“The response to it was amazing,” Crofts says. “My 
mom is especially happy because that’s her own unique 
recipe as well with that infusion of Thai herbs into a 
roasted barbecue chicken. A lot of people love that.” m

Pazzo Heart 


CRESWELL'S FINE DINING RESTAURANT WANTS TO BE A STAPLE FOR LOCALS 
AND ALSO ATTRACT OUT-OF-TOWNERS By Henry Houston 


cott Pisani, owner and chef of Creswell restaurant 

Pazzo, is familiar with kitchens. And he should be. 

He’s been in one since he was around 7 years old, 

he says. “My family was very Italian,” he says. “We 
didn’t have a living room. We had a kitchen.” 

After years of working in kitchens, he now has his 
own in Creswell. In 2019, Pisani opened Pazzo, Italian for 
“crazy,” which is also tattooed on the knuckles of his right 
hand. And it’s been a crazy few years — from working ina 
cramped kitchen space to surviving the darkest moments 
of the pandemic. 

Now that Pazzo has survived the worst of COVID-19, 
the restaurant is expanding and has cemented itself as 
apart of Creswell’s burgeoning food scene, which Pisani 
says is growing along with the area’s population, offering 
customers high-quality farm-to-table food — without an 
ostentatious menu. 

“I don’t want to be a destination restaurant. I don’t 
want to bea special event restaurant. I want you to come 
in every Tuesday, every Friday. | want you to come in with 
your girlfriends and enjoy a bottle of wine and appetizers 
and not feel like you have to leave in 10 minutes,” Pisani says. 
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“I don’t want the pretension. That’s what sets me apart.” 
Despite the fact that Pisani grew up in a kitchen, he 
worked in the local auto industry until the Great Reces- 
sion led to him losing his job. In 201], he enrolled in Lane 
Community College’s Culinary Arts and Hospitality 
Management program. After graduation, he worked 
briefly at the Marlboro’s Crazy Mountain Guest Ranchin 
Montana and moved back to Oregon, working at several 
local restaurants — from a sous chef at the former Koho 
Bistro to executive chef at the former Rain Northwest — 
until he decided to finally open his own restaurant. 

In 2019, he opened Pazzo. He says he took over the lease 
from the hair salon NuVo on Oregon Avenue, Creswell’s 
main drag. “It was an opportunity, and we jumped on 
it, and then three months later, COVID hit,” he laughs. 
Like most businesses that were surviving during that 
time, Pisani relied on takeout (and his teenaged sons’ 
labor), and he says that Creswell’s residents supported 
him throughout the darkest moments of the pandemic. 

The building didn’t have a kitchen when he moved in, 
he says, and what he built when Pazzo opened was about 
the size of a food cart. There wasn’t room for storage or 
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Indoors at the Fairgrounds —

an office. So he says during dinner service he would have 
to play Frogger and run across Oregon Avenue, where 
he then had an office, just to grab a bottle of wine for a 
customer or ingredients for a menu item. 

When the COVID recession led Pazzo’s neighbor, The 
Chronicle newspaper, to move its office to Springfield, 
Pisani and his wife, Chelsea Pisani — who was running 
Creswell Wellness Center on the other side of The Chron- 
icle — took the space over. The two split the office to 
expand each other’s businesses, and now the Pazzo has 
an office and a storage space in the same building. He 
says after the restaurant is done with its kitchen remodel 
he will open for lunch and possibly brunch. 

Scott Pisani designs the menu with the vision of a 
farm-to-table restaurant. He sources all of his ingre- 
dients within a 100-mile radius and buys meat from 
Long’s Meat Market and fish from Newman’s Fish 
Company. The menu has seasonal changes, but there 
are mainstay items. 

He keeps the menu to one page because he says he 
wants to show off the seven entrees he can execute well, 
which includes dishes that people don’t see every day. 
“People see rarebit and say, ‘I haven’t had rarebit in 40 
years, and that’s the point,” Pisani says. Welsh rarebit — 
no, not a rabbit — is basically cheesy bread with Worces- 
tershire sauce on it, he says. “It’s very uncommon because 
it’s been lost in translation for so many years.” 

Pisani doesn’t go too crazy with menu items, like his 
burgers. “A burger is a burger. It’s what it is and what it 
should be — stop molesting it,” he says. Pisani stays away 
from adding bacon, magic spice blend or a fancy cheese. 
He says every morning he makes the burger patties and 
the pickles and keeps the rest simple. “It’s salt and pepper. 
It’s grilled. The way you want it. If you want it medium, I’ll 
cook it medium. If you want it well done, I’ll begrudgingly 
cook it well done.” 

Despite a menu that includes pork chops, fish and 
salads, Creswell is still a meat and potatoes town, he says, 
so the menu has to have some sort of steak. At $34, he 
offers a ribeye steak sourced from Knee Deep Ranch on 
Lorane Highway. Customers may balk at the price, he 
says, but then they see what they get for it: aone-pound 
slab of steak. “It’s a full ribeye. I don’t believe in cutting 
portions,” he says. 

While the restaurant is home for many locals, Pazzo 
and other local eateries are also bringing people to town; 
it’s a cluster of restaurants — from Creswell Bakery to 
Bahn Mi and Brews — that each have something unique. 

“It’s really starting to grow.” Pisani says of Creswell, “and 
what you’re seeing is younger families, younger profes- 
sionals, people who don’t want to drive to Eugene. It’s all 
here, and everybody has their niche thing that they’re 
doing. And it works. Everybody is getting a piece of the 
pie. It’s happening at a decent pace.” =

CRESWELL OFFERS MORE THAN MEETS THE EYE 
JUST DOWN THE HIGHWAY By Camilla Mortensen 


reswell tends to make headlines in Eugene when something goes wrong, but 
the recent tale of an escaped emu caught the attention of its local residents, 
while ruffling nary a feather in the city to its north. 

Like a lot of smaller, more rural towns, Creswell, population 5,641 in 2020, 
is more than meets the eye or makes the headlines. Small towns are a microcosm of the 
same joys and problems as larger cities, from widespread societal problems like racism 
to smaller ones like lost pets. They can also be a unique microcosm for dining out. 

Driving south about 12 or so miles from Eugene and going left off the freeway brings 
you to the staples of EveryTown, Oregon: Bi-Mart, Dairy Queen and a dollar store. It 
also brings you the joys of Blue Valley Bistro and its local food and international 
coffee (see more on Blue Valley this issue). 

Go right off the freeway and over the bridge, and West Oregon Avenue takes you 
into the heart of Creswell, and all the things that make it both unusual and typical. 
There are Dari Marts, of course (Creswell has two, practically across the street from 
each other), and another dollar store, the City Hall and a grange. 

Now look closer. China Wok, between the freeway and a gas station, is itselfa former 
gas station. It sells “typical” American-style Chinese food from General Tso’s chicken 
to egg foo young. Because this is Oregon, there are, of course, vegetarian options. Ina 
strange way, restaurants that diners once sneered at for being “inauthentic” are now 
authethetic in their nostalgia. Kicking offa meal with deep-fried egg roll and wrapping 
up with fortune cookies, complete with hokey fortunes, is Gen X comfort food. 

Conveniently, what was once the pump kiosk for the gas station is now a drive up 
coffee stand, Hot Shots. Kitty corner-ish across the street is the competing drive 
through, Bean Hopper. Creswell may not be a big town, but it’s also not a town that’s 
going to leave you without a latte. The Bean Hopper often has a line several cars deep 
on both sides of its kiosk. 

A little further down the street, and also on Creswell’s comfort food list, is Los Cabos 
Family Mexican Restaurant, where you can order off the plastic-coated menu — the 
better to catch the drips from the chips and salsa — while you sip your large, greenish 
and delish margarita. The food is straight out of a 1980s childhood, with tacos, giant 
burritos, cheesy enchiladas, chile rellefos and, of course, lots and lots of beans and 
rice. And if the Americanized Mexican food is too much for you, then you can always 
order a cheeseburger (raise your hand if you were that kid who whined for a burger 
when your parents took you to the Mexican or Chinese restaurant for dinner). 

And if you are really in the mood for American-style dining, there’s always TJ's 
Family Restaurant & Lounge, behind China Wok and Hot Shots. Or you might lean 
more Americana, in which case head to Creswell Bakery with its old fashioned tables 
and mismatched chairs. But don’t underestimate it — founder Heidi Tunnell graduated 
from the Culinary Institute of America in New York, and uses seasonal ingredients in 
the brioche, and the salad is “created daily on a whim with local, seasonal vegetable.” 
The bacon, too, is house made. 

Ifit surprises you that the town you might have written off as small and rural, maybe 
even backwards, is known across the country for its bakery, then perhaps it might also 
surprise you to check out Banh Mi and Brews — Vietnamese fusion food anda beer 
hall, complete with a Saturday cornhole tournament. 

Looking for an elegant sit-down diner? The farm-to-table Pazzo, also off West Oregon 
Avenue, is your place. And ifthe Dari Mart lunch sandwiches aren’t your thing (in which 
case, you are actually missing out because there’s something about that egg salad 
sandwich on white bread) then your interest might be piqued by Dak Thai Cuisine. 
You can read more about Pazzo and about Creswell’s Thai lunch place in this issue, too. 

Like so many places that seem like they are just a blip on the freeway, it’s worth taking 
the time — possibly a lasso for the emu — and an empty stomach, for a visit to Creswell. m

CRITICALLY ACCLAIMED INDIE ROCK BAND BIG THIEF 


PERFORMS IN EUGENE 
By Will Kennedy 


t’s asunny afternoon in Ithaca, New York, and Big 
Thief guitarist Buck Meek is seated at an outdoor 
picnic table when he excuses himself from the 
Zoom call he’s on with Eugene Weekly. Meek is in 
Ithaca with his band for the first show supporting 
its sprawling double album — Dragon New Warm 
Mountain I Believe in You — released this year. 
The tour comes to Eugene Thursday, May 5, at McDon- 
ald Theatre. 

Meek needs a moment because Big Thief lead singer, 
guitarist and primary songwriter Adrienne Lenker — to 
whom Meek was briefly married — has brought hima gift. 
Lenker just rolled up with a blue box covered in velvet, 
Meek says. It’s achess set, it turns out. Lenker picked it up 
for Meek at anearby secondhand shop, and it’s a familial 
exchange to witness between two musicians who, along 
with Big Thief drummer James Krivchenia and bassist 
Max Oleartchik, seem bonded by blood. 

With traditional American styles like folk, bluegrass 
and hillbilly country music as well as the rough and experi- 
mental edge of indie rock in the band’s DNA, New Warm 
Mountain is Big Thief’s boldest statement yet. There’s 
squealing fiddle and wandering mouth harp on songs like 
“Spud Infinity,” as Lenker hollers homespun psychedelia 
like, “Your elbows, they're on their own, wandering like 
a rolling stone, rubbing up against the edges of experi- 
ence.” And on the circularly rhythmic acoustic-leaning 
“Little Things,” Lenker sums up loneliness well with the 
line, “New York City is a crowded place, | still lose sight 
of every other face.” 

Elsewhere, the voices of Big Thiefjoin together in high 
holy harmony with “Certainty,” and taking a turn on lead 
guitar, Lenker’s solo on the thoroughly modern “Simula- 
tion Swarm” is oblique angles, sparking harmonics and 
electrified energy. 

Over the course of 20 tracks, the bandmates grapple 
with their own potential on their fifth studio record, while 
minding the gap between Grammy-nominated critical

darling and stadium-level mainstream success. The friend- 
ship that brought the band together helps maintain that 
balance, Meek says. 

“We built a band around friendship,” and trusted that 
music would come from that, he explains. Meek calls Big 
Thief his chosen family. “We always put our communica- 
tion first,” which only makes the band stronger, he says. 

As expansive as New Warm Mountain is, it could have

been longer, Meek continues. “We came into the project 
thinking it might be a quintuplet album.” With Big Thief 
there’s always new material — so much so, songs are some- 
times forgotten. Meek calls that a blessing, ephemeral 
and fertile, but also a wild thing to bea part of. 

“There’s so many songs there’s not enough time to 
record all of them or play all of them. At this point, we 
have over a hundred songs in our live repertoire. There’s 
never enough time,” he says. 

That creates aconstant feeling of nostalgia within the 
quartet for their own music — a feeling of both letting go 
and trying to chase their own tail, Meek continues. “That’s 
a big part of what makes us a band, but there’s a sense of 
loss that’s part of it.” =

OUT TO HER ROOTS WHEN 

SHE RETURNS TO EUGENE 

THIS WEEKEND

ore than a decade ago, when she was 
just another unhappy teenager at 
South Eugene High School, Laryssa 
Birdseye took solace in music and 
drama, hanging out in the theater 
department by day and writing 
intense, personal poetry and songs 
by night. 

Then came a few years of substance abuse, as she 
sorted out the angst and trauma of young love and failed 
relationships. 

Move ahead to the present and Birdseye, now 31 and 
living in Portland, is supporting herself as a singer-song- 
writer, producing soul-popy confessional works about 
those failed loves to ever-increasing audiences. 

On Saturday, May 7, she returns to Eugene to open for 
Portland folk-rock duo The Talbott Brothers at Sessions 
Music Hall in what will be a kind of homecoming for her.

“Weirdly, I haven’t played a lot in Eugene,” she says in 
a phone interview, “so this is like one of the first shows 
that I’m playing there. It’s kind of a hometown thing.” 

Birdseye had arough time as a teenager. “I was a pretty 
troubled kid,” she says of those high school years. “Look- 
ing back on it, I just had very, very severe anxiety. And 
that sort of manifested itself into all of these poor ways 


of coping with it. You know, basically every substance I 
could get my hands on. I developed a pretty bad eating 
disorder. So music became a refuge during that time.” 

Theater at South was another haven. “Acting was my 
first love, and it was a little easier. You can recite some- 
one else’s words and it doesn’t feel as vulnerable.” But 
the idea of actually performing her own work in front of 
other people remained terrifying, so singing didn’t come 
easily at first. 

“Tt took me until I was like 23 to get comfortable. I 
moved to Portland when! was 20. AndI remember going 
to an open mic and I just got so drunk before the show 
because I could not fathom standing in front of an audi- 
ence, singing my own words.” 

The drinking while performing continued until she 
began to realize that it wasn’t working out. “By the time 
I’m this drunk, I’m not doing it well,” she says. “When I 
turned 25, that was when I was like, ‘OK, it’s time to get 
serious.’ Now I’m sober, and all my shows are sober, and 
I really love and appreciate the journey it took to get to 
this point.” 

Birdseye has been playing and touring full time for 
about two years, serving up a rich Americana-tinged 
mixture of genres in a voice that ranges from sad and 
plaintive to angry and ferocious. “It’s folk, it’s country, 
it’s pop, it’s soul,” she says. You can see and hear her 
work, from ballads and anthems to bitter breakup songs, 
in music videos on LaryssaBirdseye.com. 

She’s spending a lot of time on the road; the rest of 2022 
takes her to gigs in such cities as Seattle; L.A.; Chicago; 
Minneapolis; Cambridge, Massachusetts; and New York. 
That kind of travel is hard but rewarding, Birdseye says. 
“It’s a very stressful thing to do. But it’s the happiest I’ve 
ever been.” a

We are both in our late 
40s, athletic and attractive, and neither of us has any overwhelming physical or mental 
problems. My wife is just so engrossed in her work and personal identity that she has 
stopped caring about sex. It’s all well and good to say, “You need to talk about this with 
her,” but | know from years of experience that would be futile. She refuses to discuss it. 
And she has made it clear that if | were to do anything outside the marriage, it would 
amount to an unforgivable betrayal. | vacillate between acceptance, frustration, bit- 
terness and deep anger. Yes, | signed on for monogamy. But what did she sign on for? 
Can a woman or man in a monogamous marriage unilaterally cut off sex for no reason 
and still expect or demand monogamy, as my wife does? What do | owe her? And what 
does she owe me? Despite this issue, we are good partners, good friends, and good par- 
ents to our two teenage children. Protecting them from the trauma of divorce, and not 
hurting my wife—these are the reasons | stay in the marriage. But it doesn’t feel right 
or fair that I have to be monogamous, that ! will never experience physical intimacy 
again, not so much as a kiss or a touch, for the rest of my life, because my wife decided 
she is finished with that part of her life. What do other people think?
